WAINFLEET— They are 
ugly, noisy and cumbersome, 
they say. And by the sounds 
of things, many Wainfleet 
residents don't want them In 
their backyard. 

A proposed wind turbine 
farm in the township was 
the hot topic of discussion in 
township council chambers 
last Wednesday night. 

IPC Energy is the developer 
for Wainfleet Wind Energy 
Inc., and wants to build five 
wind towers in Wainfleet. 
The cost of the project is $25 
million.

Opponents cite noise factor

But the company has been 
met with resistance by local 
residents who want their 
town to remain the same. 

Frank Hintenberger, a 
husband and father of three 
young children, is opposed to 
wind farms being erected in 
his hometown. 

“What are we doing here? 
Just abolish it,” he said during 
the public meeting. 

“I don’t want to see them 
here because of the noise." 

Aid. David Wyatt also 
expressed his displeasure 
with the idea of bringing this 
form of wind energy here. 

"I know this is a huge issue. 
I must admit, I am not against 
green energy. I don't think 
anyone here is against green 
energy,” Wyatt said. 

“I think with the issues 


coming up and what has 
come up is the type of energy 
they're looking to try to 
develop in Wainfleet. I don't 
think this issue will go away 
anytime soon.” 

He said he moved to 
Wainfleet 11 years ago 
because it’s a rural, quiet 
community. 

“We can hear the birds in 
our backyard and we can 
enjoy the country-side. That’s 
the way this community 
should stay,” he said. 

“There are a lot of commu¬ 
nities in the Niagara region 
that would love factories and 
industrial projects — they can 
enjoy all of that stuff. We need 
peace of quiet in the Niagara 
region and that’s Wainfleet.” 

Resident Andrew Watts 
called the wind turbines any¬ 
thing but "warm and fuzzy.” 
He said if the turbines come 


to town, “it will overtake 
Wainfleet.” 

Among the supporters 
of wind turbines was Dan 
Augustine. 

As he spoke on 
Wednesday, there were jeers 
from many people who were 
sitting in the gallery who 
didn't agree with the words 
he uttered. 

“Windmill technology is 
ancient technology — it’s 
been around for over 900 
years with no problems,” 
Augustine said. 

“Wind power is supported 
by Wainfleet Township’s 
official plan, both the exist¬ 
ing plan and also the one 
that was recently in place. 
Once you have the turbine, 
wind is relatively inexpen¬ 
sive resource. Wind energy 
is a highly efficient product 
and is renewable. 


“Wind power has a low 
impact on the environment, 
unlike burning of coal or 
natural gas. Both types emit 
harmful toxins.” 

Tom Lewis, the planning 
and environment manager 
for IPC Energy, said at least 
one more pubic meeting 
needs to take place regarding 
this issue. He said IPC Energy 
appreciates comments from 
local citizens and said the 
opposition to wind farms in 
Wainfleet isn’t as bad as in 
some other cities and towns 
in Ontario. 

“That wasn’t a big turnout,” 
Lewis said of the meeting. 

“I’ve been chased out of 
places before. That (Wainfleet 
meeting) was rather tame.” 

The issue will go before 
council on March 8.

Beginning with a tax levy 
increase of 6.94% over 2010 — 
stemming from budget delib¬ 
erations on Feb. 7 — council 
was able to axe more than half 
that figure, ending the night 
with a 3.14% increase. 

“Our work is not done yet,” 
Mayor Vance Badawey told 
council. “We need to get the 
rates down.” 

He said it’s a matter of pri¬ 
oritizing, giving the commu¬ 
nity the greatest value for each 
dollar budgeted. 

At the Feb. 7 meeting, 
staff were directed to review 
the budget to keep the levy 


increase close to the rate of 
inflation of about 2.5%. 

The city's department heads 
then met on 
Feb. 10 t< 
discuss and I

presented to council Tuesday 
night that reduced the city’s net 
levy requirements by $ 479,636, 
decreasing the 2011 tax levy to 
just more than $12 million. 

“Everyone needs to be extra 
keen in watching every penny,” 
said chief administrative offi¬ 
cer Bob Heil. 

Department heads brought 
forth the numbers they 
believed they could get by with 
this year while still successfully 
operating, he said. 

“We made permanent cuts. 
It’s deep and it’s sore,” he 
said, adding managers will be 
“extremely tested to make sure 
we don’t end up with a deficit 


Council reviewed the pack¬ 
age line by line, asking many 
questions and discussing 
any cuts councillors deemed 
unnecessary. 

Much discussion was had 
about the fire department, for 
which staff proposed more 
than $183,000 in reductions. 

A majority of those funds — 
$129,000 - came from new 
firefighter salary and benefit 
savings. The city always bud¬ 
gets for first-class firefighters, 
using the top end of the salary 
scale even though some fire¬ 
fighters begin in probationary, 
third-or fourth-class ranks, said 


Senese. The remaining funds 
each year are put into reserve 
for firefighter sick leave payout 
upon retirement, he said. 

This year’s budget, Senese 
said, will reflect actual wages 
and benefits firefighters are 
receiving, rather than budget¬ 
ing for high-rank salaries only. 

Staff also proposed $10,500 
in reductions to the depart¬ 
ment’s budget for vehicle parts 
and repairs, which council 
opposed. 

The other big issue of the 
evening was debate over 
funds budgeted for tourism 
and the economic develop¬ 
ment office. 


Staff proposed $10,500 
in cuts budgeted for Port 
Colbome’s promotional DVD 
and for part-time wages for 
students operating the visitors 
centre. Funds for the wages 
will hopefully be satisfied 
through a federal grant, said 
Stephen Thompson, manager 
of economic development, 
tourism and marketing. 

The plan, he said, is to 
eventually have the visitors’ 
centre run by volunteers. 

The next budget meeting 
is scheduled for March 7 at 5 
p.m. in council chambers.

Gary Makins, Port Colbome’s manager of community 
services, reports a decline in attendance for the event that played 
out over the weekend. 

While Mayor’s Cup hockey tournament was a success, Makins 
said, noting 16 teams coming out to play, nobody showed for 
youth flag football, there were low numbers for youth road 
hockey and the sports celebrity evening failed to draw a large 

“Hiat was the biggest disappointment,” said Makins. “I don’t 
know if it’s the economy.”

Turbine opposition 

Wainfleet residents made their views known about wind 
tuibines last week at a public meeting, calling them ugly, noisy and 
cumbersome. 

The public meeting was held so residents could air their views and 
the comments would be taken down and passed on to the Ministry 
of Environment The township's views were also to be passed on 
after that meeting. 

IPC Energy, the developer for Wainfleet Wind Energy Inc., wants 
to build five wind towers in Wainfleet The cost of the project is $25 
million. IPC has said the projectwill bring economic benefits to the 
township, but have yet to completely outline what those benefits are. 

Tom Lewis, the planning and environment manager for IPC 
Energy, wasn’t prepared to talk about those benefits at a recent 
council meeting, but said he’d come back and explain them. 

We’d like to see Lewis come back and tell everyone exactly what 
positive benefits will come Wainfleet’s way. 

Sure, Wainfleetwill take in some development fee charges and 
will take in taxes from the land being used, but as we understand it, it 
won’t be allowed to charge frill fees. 

What if as turbine opponents claim, land values around the 
tuibines start to drop? What happens then? Wainfleet starts to lose 
part of its tax base and as a rural community, it doesn’t have large 
industries and businesses to rely on.

There was a time when almost 
everybody went to church. Now, I’m 
talking about 50 or 60 years ago or more.

These days there are all kinds of other 
things happening on a Sunday. The stores 
are all open so some people are working 
and others are shopping. There was a time 
when it would be unheard of to schedule 
organized sports on a Sunday morning 
but these days it happens all the time. 

But that’s not the only change. More 
and more people have come to see church 
as just another optional activity. You might 
go if you feel like it but it’s also really easy 
just to take a week off, or a few weeks oft 

Those days of yore (before I was bom) 
when it seemed everyone went to church, 
that was a much different time. People 
lived in a “Christian" culture, at least on 
the surface. Buddhists, Muslims, and 
Hindus were only heard of in storybooks. 
Jews were heard of in the Bible of course. 
Atheism and agnosticism lived only in the 
secret hearts of people.

FIRST WIND, NOW SOLAR CLAIMS? 

I’m not sure I want to criticize any 
small scale wind or solar projects on 
individual properties for those who can 
afford them. There is an argument that they 
may supplement the individual property 
owner’s energy requirements and they may 
even reduce the owner’s energy costs to a 
certain extent 

However, I do not accept any economic 
logic that suggests that if taxpayers subsidise 
such individual units under the province's 
FIT(Feed in Tariff) and pay, in the case of a 
solar unit like the one at Northland Pointe, 
up to 16 times the market value per kWh 
to the owners of such units for any excess 
energy they produce and sell back to the 
Ontario power grid. 

The entire concept of financing any 
industry based on as yet uncollected taxes 
from an already over taxed population, 
in a province already posting die biggest 
financial deficit in history, is economic 
insanity. 

Both wind and solar industries are based 
on just the above. 

hr the Tribune front page story on Friday, 
Feb. 18, there was a quote: 'Solar energy is 
free and Mother Nature is not subject to the 
price of oil” 


But were people really “Christian?” Just 
because they went to church didn’t mean 
they were all necessarily better people.

Some people will say that they can 
worship God just as well on their own or 
in nature. That can be true. That can also 
be an excuse. Personal devotional time, 
with nature or at home, is very important 
and should also be a part of every

with your tax dollars is therefore 'free?' 
Interesting concept 
I look forward to the follow-up annual 
reports confirming the ‘$45,000 in energy 
savings a year 1 and the positive proof 
that the project will ‘eliminate 50 tonnes 
of greenhouse gases over a 20 to 25-year 
lifespan’? 

Similar claims, by both industrial wind 
and solar projects, have not yet proved to be 
even remotely true. 

As for natural gas boilers operating at 
'95% efficiency?’ First of course, it is a fossil 
fuel, one ofthe biggest arguments in support 
of supposed 'green energy.’ If they stop and 
start as the sun appears and disappears as 
die necessary backup to solar, then they will 
most certainly not operate at 95% efficiency. 

And have atook at those preceding 
figures and think about it Would you spend 


taxes, on products that offer perhaps only 
an 80% chance of living up to the salesman's 
claims? And those claims admitted by 
the salesman before you actually pay for

Region primed for a tax cut, but not everyone happy 


THOROLD — Regional 
council is poised to cut taxes 
this year, thanks in large part 
to the province's uploading 
of millions of dollars in social 

But some councillors are 
worried residents will pay a 
high price in 2012 for an arti¬ 
ficially low budget this year.

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Meds Check 

For the past couple of years there has been a service available at your local pharmacy 
that you may not be aware of. If you are on three or more prescription medications 
you may make an appointment with your pharmacist to discuss your medication. The 
pharmacist can clarify for you what your medication is for, when, and how to take it, 
and if there are any interactions between your medications and supplements. At the 
end of the appointment you receive a list of your current medications that you can 
bring with you to another health care provider, or to the hospital. 

This service is free with a valid health card. It can be difficult managing multiple 
medications and the Meds Check program is an excellent service that can answer all 
your medication questions. 

Until recently patients had to attend the pharmacy in person to be eligible for this 
Service. Ontario residents are now eligible for the Meds Check at Home program. 
Patients can call their local pharmacy and request a pharmacist to visit their home. This 
Program is typically for elderly patients not able to attend the pharmacy in person. In 
addition the pharmacist conducts an assessment summary that includes a MEDICINE 
CABINET CLEAN-UP during the visit. 

The pharmacist can assess patients at home meds and ensure proper disposal 
of unused and/or expired medication. If you are concerned about how well a parent, 
or patient you are caring for is managing their medications, with their permission, 
you may request this service for them. Patients who may benefit from the program 
include: 

-Those who are confused or worried about their medications and may forget 
to take them. 

-People who are using blister packaging, or need additional support due to a 
change in medications. 

-People who have been recently discharged from hospital. Those who are 
seeing a large number of health care professionals. 

-Those experiencing literacy or language difficulties. 

-Patients having dexterity problems, impaired sight, or dementia. 

-Patients who may be at risk for medication problems, due to their age or 
social circumstances. 

A third program recently made available is The Meds Check Program for Ontarians 
living with Diabetes. This program is an annual medication review by a community 
pharmacist for diabetic patients that includes training on the use and disposal of 
diabetic supplies; education and advice on medication adjustments, and discussion on 
the impact of lifestyle changes. Patients who may benefit from the program include 
anyone living with type 1 or type 2 diabetes. This Meds Check will be conducted in the 
pharmacy with a pharmacist after scheduling an appropriate appointment time. 

These Meds Check services provide an excellent opportunity for patients to 
resolve any medication issues. As well, the pharmacist can help patients access other 
services in the community such as the local Community Care Access Centre, Diabetes 
Education Centers, and different support groups. In addition patient’s physicians 
will be made aware of the assessment and may follow up with patients regarding 
any outstanding issues. If you are interested in any of these services for yourself, or 
someone you know please contact Boggio Pharmacy at (905)834-3514 or Boggio and 
Edwards Pharmacy at (905)894-2200.

Honda makes 
a more civil Civic

It shouldn’t come as a sur¬ 
prise that Honda decided to 
remake the Civic with further 
environmental awareness - 
not because of the current 
social climate but because 
that’s what Civic has stood 
for since its introduction in 
1972. 

Honda is promising the 
all-new 2012 Civic will better 
address the diverse needs of 
the compact car buyer when 
it launches in spring 2011, 
including a renewed commit¬ 
ment to fitel economy. 

A component of that is 
aerodynamics, with the new 
Civic sedan’s snout bearing 
more than a passing resem¬ 
blance to both the Insight 
five-door hatchback Insight 
hybrid and the FCX Clarity 
fuel-cell sedan. The coupe’s 
nose is pointier, with a 
smaller grille. 

It will again be available in 
coupe and sedan bodystyles, 
both in various trim levels, 
and with a hybrid sedan still 
in the mix. 

“The Civic is the only 
model in the industry that 
can deliver on all fronts 
- fuel economy, sporty per¬ 
formance, smart packaging, 
alternative fuel and long-term 
value,” said Jerry Chenkin, 
executive vice president of 
sales for Honda Canada Inc. 
“For the ninth-generation 
Civic, we are emphasiz¬ 
ing improved fuel economy 
across the board, from the 
hybrid sedan to the sporty Si 
models.” 

The Civic Hybrid sedan 
will come with aerodynamic 
components for improved 
efficiency as well as Honda’s 
ECO Assist technology, an 
innovation that can enhance 


efficient vehicle operation 
while providing feedback to 
promote more efficient indi¬ 
vidual driving styles. It will be 
available on coupe and sedan 
models, as well - the first 
such application in gasoline 
only models. 

Its impact is considerable, 
with the 2012 Honda Civic 
sedan, for example, carrying 
an estimated fuel economy 
rating of 7.2 L/ 100km in the 
city and 5.0 on the highway 
(a 12% improvement on the 
current model). 

A two percent improve¬ 
ment in fuel economy is also 
being touted for the Civic Si 
coupe and sedan, despite 
the models’ 2.4 litre four- 
cylinder engines (linked to 
new six-speed automatics) 
that make an anticipated 200 
horsepower and 170 lb.-ft. of 
torque (a 22% increase). 

The regular Civics get 
motivation from 140 hp 1.8- 
litre four-cylinder engines, 
with a choice of five-speed 
manuals or five-speed auto¬ 
matics, while the Hybrid 
uses a 110-hp 1.5-litre “four" 
with a continuously variable 
transmission. All engines use 
i-VTEC, Honda’s variable 
valve timing and lift system) 
for improved power and 
economy. 

The interior is an evolu¬ 
tion of the current Civic’s 
two-tiered design, with the 
centre stack angled toward 
the driver to create a plane 
cockpit feeling.

More details and final pric¬ 
ing for the new 2012 Civic 
will be announced closer to 
the car's on-sale date. Civic 
coupes and sedans will be 
built at Honda’s plant in 
Alliston, Ont.
